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TOKYO SILENT ON SURRENDER 


PACIFIC WAR GOES 
ON WITH RUSSIANS 
CONTINUING ADVANCE 


APPROXIMATELY 1500 
ALLIED PLANES HAMMER- 
ING AT JAPAN HOMELAND

The Pacific War went on today 


•with Russian armies pouring un- 
checked across Japan's north Asi- 
atic conquests and perhaps 1,500 
allied planes hammering at Japan 
Itself. 


With no reported sign of Tokyo's 


reply to allied surrender demands, 
the Nipponese air force struck back 
at Admiral Halsey's great fleet off 
Tokyo and damaged one major U. S. 
warship off Okinawa. 


Tokyo said increasing American 


Invasion forces were concentrating 
at Okinawa. 
Propagandists 
sug- 
gested renewal of air attacks at 
down today might presage an im- 
minent invasion.

More Ships Sunk. 


Sixty-one other Nipponese sur- 


face, craft were added to this toll 
by land-based aircraft under Gen- 
eral MacArthur and Naval search 
planes. 


At least six Japanese aircraft 


were shot down as they roared out 
of the fog in attempts to hit Hal-

He was educated in Limestone 


county and private schools, and 
Southwestern University, George- 
town, where he received an A. B. 
degree in 1S83. Admitted to the 
practice of law two years later, 
he had been active in the legal 
profession In.

Judge Davis is one of the orig- 


inal managing trustees of the Na- 
varro Community Foundation es- 
tablished a number of .years ago 
by the late Frank Neal Drane, Cor- 
3icana capitalist and phllantropist.

GONORRHEA HAS 
BEEN BROUGHT 
UNDER CONTROL 
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,. Gonorrhea, which occurs many 
times more frequently than all oth- 
.er venereal diseases combined, may 
be the first to be brought under 
complete control, Dr. Wilson Da- 
vid, chairman of 
the 
Corslcana 


Chamber of Commerce Health com- 
ftilttee, said today. 


"Every physician in private prac- 
tice, as a result of new progress 
in treatment methods, can now join 
actively In the nationwide program 
td control gonorrhea," Dr. David 
staled, "In years past when no 
specific cure for gonorrhea was j 
known, and when the sulfa drugs 
were being used, the treatment of 
gonorrhea depended largely upon 
public clinics, special hospitals, and 
a limited number of specialists. 
Even In the early days of penicillin 
liospitalization of patients treated 
for gonorrhea was necessary. 


'Now, however, the picture Is 


entirely 
different. 
Penicillin is 


generally available. New methods 
of administering the drug make it 
possible for any doctor, in his own 
office, to complete treatment of a 
case of gonorrhea in just a few 
minutes, or at most in three or 
four hours," he continued. 


The Venereal Disease Dtvidon of 


the U. S, Public Health Service 
states that hundreds 
of doctors, 


throughout the country have sue- i 
cesafully treated thousands of cases 
of. 'the disease with single injec- 
tions of penicillin in oil and wax 
or with three injections of penicil- 
lin In water. Almost 100 per cent 
of the patients treated by these 
simple methods were cured, anl ihe 
few who were not cured the first 
time were cured when retreated. 


"This moans that there no longer 


is any excuse for a person who has, 
or even suspects he may hnve, a 
gonorrhea infection to fail to ob- 
tain treatment promptly. 
There is 


even less excuse for an infected 
pcreon to transmit the disease to 
another," Dr. David concluded.

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NAVARRO COUNTY TAX PICTURE 
DISCUSSED AND EXPLAINED IN 
EAST TEXAS CHAMBER SURVEY 


Navarro county is rated as a 2- 
elar county for 1944 in a tax sur- 
vey conducted by the East Texas 
Chamber of Commerce and re- 
ceived here this week. 


The survey showed that the tax 
rate for a majority of taxpayers 
was not above 80 cents last year, 
with all funds operating on a cash 
basis. 


Included In the tables and charts 


were assessed valuations and rates 
for past decade, divisions of the 
county tax rate, and current tax 
collections. There was little differ- 
ence in the assessed valuations— 
about the 20 million mark, with the 
tax rate remaining in a narrow 
range from 44 to 50 cents, although 
there has been a downward aw In 3 
In the road district bond levies as 
the outstanding amount of bonds 
was reduced by the payment 
of 


maturities from year to year. 


The net county debt, Including 


outstanding road

and $24,402.31 in general fund notes 
and $10,840.18 road

fund notes, wan listed at $1,230,081.- 
24, representing six percent of the

county's net debt. 
Cash receipts 


again in 1944 did not equal cash 
disbursed. Road and Bridge dis- 
bursements ran $9,000 above re- 
ceipts.
